Talks  Drag, 
U.S.  to  Ask 
Test  Notice 

U.S.,  Allies  Plan 
Ban  on  Warheads 

GENEVA,  March  29— (UPI) — 
The  United  States  soon  may  of- 
fer to  give  advance  notice  of 
missile  launchings  if  the  Soviet 
Union  promises  to  do  the  same, 
authoritative  Western  sources 
said  today. 

They  said  the  offer  probably 
would  be  made  in  the  next  few 
days  in  an  effort  to  get  the  10- 
nation  disarmament  conference, 
now  in  its  third  week,  started  on 
something  concrete. 

AT  THE  SAME  time  the  Unit- 
ed States  and  its  allies  were  un- 
derstood planning  still  another 
attempt  to  get  the  Russians  to 
agree  to  keep  the  arm's  race  out 
of  outer  space. 

This  would  be  done  through 
outlawing  space  satellites  with 
nuclear  warheads  which  could 
be  used  as  the  ultimate  weapon 
of  mass  destruction. 

TODAY’S  SESSION  of  the 
conference  was  the  11th  since  it 
started  March  15. 

Afterward,  continuing  the  in- 
formal diplomacy  begun  last 
week,  French  Delegate  Jules 
Moch  was  lunching  with  Soviet 
Delegate  Valerian  Zorin. 

BRITAIN’S  DAVID  Ormsby- 
Gore  and  U.  S.  Delegate  Fred- 
erick M.  Eaton  had  similar  pri- 
vate lunches  with  Zorin  last 
week. 

The  United  States,  it  was 
learned,  feels  that  an  East-West 
agreement  to  announce  missile 
launchings  in  advance  would  go 
a long  way  toward  preventing 
surprise  attacks  or  “miscalcula- 
tions” by  either  side. 

THE  WEST’S  latest  disarma- 
ment proposal  was  'that  as  soon 
as  an  international  disarmament 
organization  were  set  up  both  the 
Western  powers  and  the  Soviet 
bloc  would  notify  it  in  advance 
or  plans  to  launch  long-range 
rockets  or  space  vehicles.  N 

This  has  barely  been  discussed 
in  the  conference  so  far,  how- 
ever, and  Western  sources  said 
the  West  would  push  the  idea  in 
the  near  future. 

THE  WESTERN  delegations 
believe  it  would  be  relatively 
simple  to  set  up  a checking  sys- 
tem to  prevent  cheating  on  such 
an  agreement.  The  West  was  ex- 
pected to  point  out  that  the  So- 
viets easily  could  accept  such  a 
control  system  without  fear  of 
invasion  of  their  national  sov- 
ereign rights.

Senate  Bill  Makes  IOC  Independent

A bill  was  passed  at  Monday’s 
Senate  meeting  clarifying  the 
position  of  the  Inter  Organiza- 
tion Council  (IOC).  This  bill 
was  introduced  by  a special  com- 
mittee headed  by  Diane  Hatch. 
It  recognizes  IOC  as  an  indepen- 
dent regulatory  commission. 


THIS  MEANS  that  IOC  shall 
be  subject  only  to  the  legislative 
and  judicial  branches  of  the 
ASBYU;  that  its  officers  shall 
be  elected  or  appointed  as  pro- 
vided in  the  IOC  Constitution. 


Further  meanings  of  the  IOC 
Bill  are  that  the  IOC  Constitu- 
tion shall  not  conflict  with  the 
ASBYU  constitution,-  and  that 
IOC  shall  be  empowered  to  en- 
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act  legislation  affecting  organ- 
izations on  campus.
